—Any  Brotiier  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  principles  .  { 
the  Order,  or  iii[rinj^o  the  Constitution  or  By-Law3  of  this  Lodue, 
shall  be  subject  to  be  tiued,  reprimanded,  suspended  or  expelled,  as  the 
Hy-Laws  may  direct,  ancient  usage  require,  or  the  Lodge  dotf^rnjine. 

Clause  2. — Every  Brother  charged  with  any  offence  involving  r<'- 
primand,  suspension  or  expulsion,  (unless  for  non-payment  of  dues,; 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  fair  tri.al,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Clause  8,  of  this  Arrit.'l<\ 

Clausk  3.— When  any  Brother,  suspended  for  an  iydefmite  period , 
for  any  other  cause  than  non-payment  of  dues,  desires;  to  be  re-in- 
stated, his  case  shall  be  referred  to  a  Committee  of  five  Brothers,  who, 
afttr  due  investigation,  shall  report  at  the  next  regular  meeting  ;  and 
if  a  majority  of  the  members  then  present  shall  vote  in  his  favor,  hv, 
shall  thereupon  bo  declared  eligible  for  reinstatement.

by  assessment  in  aid  thereof. 

35.  There  shall  be  carried  to  the  account  of  the  General  Fund 
four-fifths  of  all  Quarterly  Dues,  all  Donations  and  Beque.-.ts 
which  may  be  made  thereto,  all  Assessments  which  may  be 
raised  in  aid  thereof,  all  Admission  Fees,  Charges  for  Degrees, 
and  Visiting  and  Clearance  Cards.

To  the  living   and 
fraternal  solitude  is  no  less  exercised.     It   is  our  enjoined   duty 
to  watch  over  the  conduct  of  brethern,  even  in  their  common  inter- 
course with  men,  as  well  as  one  with  another  ;  and  to  remonstrate 
with  th(»se  who  wander  from  the  path  of  rectitude,  or  trespass   on 
the  rules  of  morality- 
It  has  been  said  that  ours  is  a  secret  Order,    and  that  secrecy  is 
(lisconsonant  with    innocence.     True  it  is,  that  we   are  in    part  a 
isecret  society  ;  l)ut  is  secrecy  a  crime  ?     The  world  itself,    the   uni- 
verse, the  god  of   eternal    trrtl),    are  surrounded  witlj  an  impene- 
tral)le  veil  that  no  mortal  eye  ever  pierced  ;  and  shall  it  be   denied 
that,  these  exist  because  their  secrets  are  not  revealed  at  our  bidd- 
ing ?     Shall  we  pronounce  them  evil  because  their   operations   are 
ludden  from  our  view  and  above  our  com] >rehension  ? 

So  far  from  secrecy  being  an  objection  t     )ur  Order,  we    claim  it 
;is  recommendation.     It  is  the  mystic  tie  uUat  binds  us  together  m 
indissoluble  l)rotherhood,  prompting  us  to  deeas  of   brotherly  love 
and  benevolence  ;   it   comes    and   entwines   around   our  fraternity 
like  tlie  refreshing  yet  invisible  breeze  that   at   summer   noontide 
fans  our  burning  forehead,  invigorating  the  system  with  its  coolness, 
and  crladdening  cmr  he:irts  with   its  freshness  and   purity.     Jn   this 
respect,  we  have  the  sanction  of  ages.     We  challenge  any   one  to 
point  out  a  single  nation  of  people  whose  career  is  sketched  on   tbe 
pa.'O  of  history,  among  wbom  there  did  not  exist  secret  institutions. 
Tivm  further,  tlierc  is  not  an  enlightened  government  now  existing 
on  the  face  of  the  globe,  that  does  not  permit   its  Legislative  Coun- 
cils t.>  resolve  theinsolves  into  secret  conclave.     Even  m  our    own 
.'ountry,  under  i>ur  own  Constitution,  the   Legislative    Council  can 
(>!<>sc  its  doors,  and  sit  for  days,  for  weeks,  for  months,   concocting 
me  isur.'s  of  vital  importance  to  upward?-  of  four  millions  of  people, 
and  sliouldany  member  of  that  body  dare  to  reveal   its  operations. 
)ic  wcmld  subject  himsel '  to  the  severest  censure,if  not  to  expulsion. 
To  be  initiattMl  as  a  member  of  our  Order  is  not,  as  many  suppose 
"to  take  a  leap  in  the  dark."     The    fundamental  principles   of  the 
Order  arc  before  the  world;  its  deeds  are  not  concealed  from  public 
scrutiny:  while  the  constituticui  and  laws  of  our  society  are  within 
tlie  reacii  «»f  all  who  wish  to  examine  them.      Buttiierc  are  inysTier- 
iea  within  the  inner  veil  of  our  altars,  that  none  except  members  of 
the  fraternity  arc  permittod  to  behold;  solemn  and  sublime  truths 
are  there  inculcated,  that  have  never   reached    the  ear  of  any  save 
those  who  have  proved    themselves    worthy    of  the    sacred  trust. 
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
